AS YOU SIT back on Boxing Day to 
be entertained by the niarvels of 
Billy Smart’s Circus, spare a 
thought for the back-tent boys 
who bring the show into your 
sitting room. 

A Thames TV cameraman will 
have been perched on a wooden 
framework in the roof of the Big 
Top for almost 10 hours by the 
end of the show. His only method 
of getting down is in an 
electrically-powered bosun’s chair. 

There are dramas the camera 
fails to catch. Last year a 
stagehand suddenly noticed that 
one of the halters holding the 
safety net had slipped. A trapeze 
artist 70ft. above was just about 
to plunge downward, and there 
was no time to warn him. He 
landed plumb in the centre of the 
net—and it held. 

This year’s circus includes the 
Flying Oslos, world champion 
trapeze artists from South Africa 
who perform the rarely-seen triple 
somersault, Mary Chipper field’s 
Liberty horses, Leigh Marsh and 
his ponies, and Qarrison’s 
comical sea lions. 



THE NATIVITY PLAY devised hy Lord 
William* s Comprehensive School, 
Oxford, last Christmas was so good 
that ATV decided it should be tele- 
vised for everyone to enjoy. 

So one afternoon just before Christ¬ 
mas pupils and teachers donned their 
costumes and went to nearby St. 
Mary's Church to run through the 
show for the cameras. And they were 
still going through their songs at la.m. 

Robin Nelson, the School's Music 
Director, says: don't know how the 
kids managed to keep up their en¬ 
thusiasm. We had to go through our 
half-hour show again and again while 
the cameras built up a full picture. 
We were all exhausted by the end." 


Lord William's School is renowned 
in the Oxford area for its musical 
achievements and the Nativity play 
can only add to iu reputation. 

Robin Nelson wrote the music for 
the play. It combines the up-to-date 
influences of musicals like Jesus Christ 
Superstar with his keen interest in 
medieval music. 

The play, which sticks to the 
traditional Nativity story, is per¬ 
formed by pupils and teachers wear¬ 
ing costumes made by the school's 
home economics department. As well 
as angels, shepherds, wise men, 
Joseph and Mary, there is a choir of 
more than 60 pupilz and a 23-piece 
orchestra. 



SANTA is not the only person sliding 
about on a sledge this Christmas. In 
Magpie, presenters Mick Robertson 
and Jenny Hanley visit Glenmore in 
Scotland and take a sleigh ride with 
a group of local children. 

Magpie is making a seasonal visit to 
the only reindeer herd in Britain. 
In 1952, eight little red-nosed 
Rudolphs were brought there from 
LapU^—today there are 100. 

One young man has a Christmas 
job all the year round. He is 19-year- 
old herdsman Alan Smith, who has 
called his home Reindeer House in 
honour of his famous charges. 

After the Glenmore sleigh bells 
peal out, Magpie will visit Wales and 
Ireland to see how Christmas is 
traditionally celebrated there.

DIGBY—THE BIGGEST DOG 
IN THE WORLD: Our hero is an 
Old English sheepdog who got so 
big because he drank a new super¬ 
growth chemical by mistake. It’s 
good to see a truly family film, even 
though Fm not sure cUldren will 
appreciate many of its funniest 
moments, such as ail of Spike 
Milligan’s dialogue (the great man 
is on form as a mad doctor) or the 
scene where Jim Dale learns how to 
eat in a transport cafe with knife, 
fork and spoon chained to the table. 

RED SUN: A blood-and-guts ad¬ 
venture film that’s not so much a 
spaghetti western (actually a Frcnch- 
Italian - Spanish - American co¬ 
production) as a samurai western, 
as Japanese warrior Toshiro Mifune 
stalks the Wild West with unlikely 
partner Charles Bronson in search 
of a fabulous jewel-encrusted sword. 
The sword has been stolen by 
Bronson’s treacherous ex-partner, 
a New Orleans gambler played by 
Alain Delon, sporting one silver 
tooth amid the white. The heroine 
is Miss Ursula Andress. 

IT HAPPENED ONE CHRIST¬ 
MAS: Mario Thomas stars in this 
film, actually set on Christmas Eve, 


as a young woman threatened with 
financial ruin. There’s a good part 
for Qoris Leachman as the *‘appren- 
tice angel” who gives her a startling 
look at what the world would be 
like without her. This pleasant film 
is a re-make of IPs a Wonderful Life, 
one of James Stewart’s big successes, 
with the main roles—the man and 
the angel—reworked for women 
{not ATV; Scottish: Dec. 31). 

BEN-HUR: Despite the spectacular 
success of such action set-pieces as 
the chariot race, you may find that 
it is the moving moments that 
remain the most permanent mem¬ 
ories of William Wyler’s truly mag¬ 
nificent film of the hoary old story 
by General Lew Wallace, which was 
filmed several times in silent days, 
but hadn’t been remade since 1926. 
The dialogue, restructured by 
Christopher Fry, casts a potent 
spell—movie magic indeed. Charl¬ 
ton Heston is a tower of strength, 
as always, but perhaps has never 
before or since expressed so 
eloquently the dignity of the human 
spirit, surviving the impossible.

IGOLDFINGER: Another Bond 
cliflFhanger (here, cobalt bomb- 
hanger), with agent 007 taking on 
Auric C^ldfinger, a master criminal 
who plans to plunder the American 
I gold reserves in Fort Knox. Screen¬ 
writers Paul Dehn and Richard Mai- 
baum missed out on none of the 
thrilk of Ian Fleming’s book. At the 
same time they endow Bond with a 
sense of humour that Fleming never 
I gave him. Sean Connery revels in 
I this, enjoying himself much more as 
a son of super-Saint than in the 
parts that arc pure Pearl White. 
Wrestler Harold Sakata enjoys fleet¬ 
ing screen fame by making the 
Korean Odd-Job a villain fraught 
with menace. 

THE THREE MUSKETEERS 
—THE QUEEN’S DIAMONDS: 
Immeasurably the better of Richard 
Lester’s two Musketeers films, this 
actually seems funnier on a second 
viewing. So if you’ve seen it in the 
I cinema, take another look. Although 
the cutting and editing might have 
I been tighter, the director’s visual 
I style provides comedy and drama in 
I equal proportions. The stars arc 
largely left to their own devices, and 
I those who play the straightest suc¬ 
ceed the most, notably Raquel 



Katharine Ross: heroine and 
murderess in two new films 
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Welch and Simon Ward. Michael 
York’s d’Artagnan is rather wetter 
than I suspea even Lester intended 
and although Richard Chamberlain 
is elegantly well cast as Aramis, 
Oliver Reed’s rapidly increasing 
proportions reveal him as more 
suitable to Porthos (actually played 
by Frank Finlay) than to Athos. 

SCALAWAG: This was Douglas’ 
directorial debut but, despite being 
based on a story by Robert Louis 
Stevenson, it sadly didn’t turn out to 
be the greatest pirate story ever 
made. Jack Cardiff’s Technicolor 
photography is the film’s strongest 
point. Small children will enjoy its 
simple blood-and-thunder. 

THE KING AND I: Following on 
Carousel and Oklahoma .', The King 
and /, became the third Rodgers and 
Hammerstein musical in 12 months 
to break box-oflicc records all over 
the world. Brynncr (who won one 
of the film’s five Oscars) and Miss 
Kerr both recorded personal 
triumphs as the King of Siam and 
the governess whom he scorns at 
first, but comes to admire and 
respect. The tuneful score includes 
Getting to Know You and Hello 
Young Lovers. 

MAN ABOUT THE HOUSE: As 
the title suggests, this is a film spin¬ 
off—and a better one than most 
similar efforts—of ITV’s successful 
and long-running comedy scries, a 
series which later gave birth to 
today’s George and Mildred sagas. 
In this case the comedy revolves 
around a property dealer’s attempts 
to evict the flat-sharing trio and 
their landlords, the Ropers. There 
arc lively performances from Paula 
Wilcox, ^chard O’Sullivan and 
especially from Yootha Joyce as the 
frustrated Mrs. Roper. They arc all 
aided by an experienced supporting 
cast, including Spike Milligan and 
Arthur Lowe. 

WANTED—THE SUNDANCE 
WOMAN: Katharine Ross returns 
as Etta Place, the character she first 
played in Butch Cassidy and the 
Sundance Kid. Butch and Sundance 
are dead, but Etta is still on the run, 
tracked by a relentless Pinkerton 
detective, and making an uneasy 
alliance with the famous Mexican 
revolutionary Pancho Villa, colour- 
fully played by Hector Elizondo. 

THE WINDS OF KITTY HAWK: 
On a December day in 1903, the 
brothers Wilbur and Orville Wright, 
who ran a bicycle shop in Dayton, 
Ohio, became the first to launch and 
manoeuvre a power-driven flying 
craft that carried a man—and 
created history. This TV film is a 
graphic account of their story. 

THE MAN IN THE IRON 
MASK: This version of the Alex¬ 
andre Dumas story is scrappy in its 
early stages. But stay with it—it im¬ 
proves later, particularly towards the 


end. The whole thing has been 
splendidly mounted and costumed. 
Most of the film was photographed 
in France. An impressive cast is 
headed by Richard Chamberlain in 
the dual role of Louis XIV and his 
twin brother Phillijx, whom most 
people believe to be dead. Patrick 
McGoohan makes a suave villain. 

MURDER BY NATURAL 
CAUSES: A splendid thriller for 
lovers of mystery puzzles, this 
features Katharine Ross this time as 
quite a nasty lady who is plotting to 
murder her husband by setting him 
up for a series of surprises so shock¬ 
ing that they will induce a heart 
attack. The husband has a heart 
condition and wears a pacemaker, 
so on the face of it her task is not 
quite so difficult as it might other¬ 
wise be. But he happens to be a 
professional mind-reader, and is 
aware of what his wife is trying to 
do . . . “This extremely captivating 
caper keeps you on edge from start 
to finish,” declared the Hollyzvood 
Reporter, 

CAPTAINS COURAGEOUS: 
This is a new TV movie version of 
Rudyard Kipling’s classic story of a 
rich and spoiled 15-year-old boy’s 
introduction to manhood aboard a 
fishing boat. It was last made as long 
ago as 1937 in a very famous cinema- 
film version which starred Spencer 
Tracy and Freddie Bartholomew 
[not Scottish or Grampian). 

CARRY ON DICK: Perhaps the 
last of the really funny Carry Ons, 
almost inevitably in period costume, 
as were all the best in this comedy 


series, and with the invaluable 
Sidney James in the dual role of 
Dick Turpin and the Reverend 
Mr. Flasher. 

WHERE TIME BEGAN: Little 
known fantasy adventure film made 
in Spain and never commercially 
released in the U.K. Based on Jules 
Verne’s Journey to the Centre of the 
Earthy and starring Kenneth More. 
He plays Professor Lidenbrock who 
discovers a strange manuscript in 
which a scientist describes an in¬ 
credible voyage he made to the 
centre of the Earth. With his 
daughter and her fiance the pro¬ 
fessor undertakes the same dang¬ 
erous journey [not shown in 
Grampian). 

PAINT YOUR WAGON: The 
film that put Lee Marvin’s gravel 
voice at the top of the hit parade, 
with the million-selling Wandrin^ 
Star. The setting for this hard- 
shelled musical western is the 
California Gold Rush, rendered 
very pretty to look at by director 
Joshua Logan’s picture-postcard 
approach to history. The story 
concerns a lady pioneer who takes 
two husbands, but its quality 
scarcely matters, given that the 
husbands arc played by Lee Marvin 
and Clint Eastwood, and that there’s 
a supremely tuneful score. 

T. R. SLOANE OF THE 
SECRET SERVICE: This is a 
lively, if blatantly far-fetched, romp 
about a master agent named Thomas 
Remington Sloane, a debonair char- 
aacr in the Matt Helm mould.

OR 18 MONTHS, Penelope 
Keith rode her bike on 
stage night after night as 
London audiences clamoured to 
see her steal the show in Michael 
Frayn’s comedy. Donkeys* Years, 
Now the phenomenally successful 
actress—fresh from collaring the TV 
ratings in To the Manor Bom — 
stars in a television version of 
Frayn’s play on New Year’s Day. 

Tlie setting is an Oxbridge college: 
a group of former students are hold¬ 
ing a reunion 20 years after leaving 
university. But the get-together 
becomes more than an amiable chat 
about old times. Old wounds arc 
exposed and shady pasts exposed. 
And at the core of those revived 
memories, Miss Keith plays Lady 
Driver, the wife of the Master of 
the College—a lady trying hard to 
forget her promiscuous past. 

For the TV version, filming took 
place around the elegant quadrangles 
of Pembroke College, Oxford. And 
this time Miss Keith had to ride her 
ageing bike along the college paths 
as an ATV film crew moved the

camera silendy along “tram lines”. 
One observer said it was a litde like 
a chariot race as the cameraman en¬ 
deavoured to keep in front of the 
pedalling Penelope. 

Filming the play in the open air 
came as a welcome relief for Miss 
Keith, who had negodated the 
boards of the Globe theatre in 
London for more than 400 perfor¬ 
mances — no mean feat on a small 
stage — during the run of Donkeys* 
Years. And she will never forget the 
night she rode on stage and promptly 
fell off, but still managed to deliver 
her first line while sprawled on 
the ground. 

Humorist Frayn completely re¬ 
wrote his stage play for television 
consumpdon. “As in many stage 
plays, much of the acdon takes place 
out of sight — ^in other rooms. Much 
of it is left to the audience’s imagin- 
adon,” he explained. “With tele¬ 
vision, we were able to take the 
acdon wherever it was required — 
inside or outside — and the result is 
quite a different kind of play — but I 
think it’s sdll smashing. 


The idea for Donkeys* Years 
came from Frayn’s own time at 
Cambridge. 

“I once went to an old boys’ 
reunion and it struck me that, 
although some years had passed, 
people sdll reverted to the same 
reladonships they had endured—or 
enjoyed—^at college,” he said. 

Viewers will be surprised not to 
see Miss Keith playing the kind 
of pan she has cornered in recent 
years—the super bitch in The Good 
Life and To the Manor Bom. In 
Donkeys* Years she is vulnerable— 
afraid of how much of her past the 
old boys’ reunion will unearth. 

“I’m a rather sad lady who walks 
straight into her doubtful past,” she 
says. “The comedy doesn’t come out 
of what she says, but from her pre¬ 
dicament. I’m not a witty lady—I 
don’t have laugh lines.” 

Miss Keith is the only survivor 
from the original stage cast. She is 
joined by Colin Blakely, Denholm 
Elliott, Roben Lang, Joe Melia, 
Christopher Benjamin, Cyril Luck- 
ham and Kenneth Cranham. The 


pnrt of the old boy who becomes a 
priest is played by Timotay Bateson. 

The comedy theme continues in 
two other holiday plays. The world 
of the Ix»ndon cab driver is a far cry 
from Oxbridge, but cabbies, in their 
grumpy way, are a highly knowledge¬ 
able -lot. So The Knowledge, Jack 
Rosenthal’s play about fiedgling 
drivers, is appropriately titled. 

Rosenthal’s credentials as a com¬ 
edy writer (Another Sunday and 
Sweet F.A, and When You*re Ready, 
Mr. McGill) should guarantee a top- 
quality production in which Rosen¬ 
thal’s wife, Maureen Lipman, 
appears. 

More laughter, of a different kind, 
comes in Gloo Joo by Michael Hast¬ 
ings. It is the story of Meadowlark 
Warner, a West Indian facing depor¬ 
tation from Britain after living here 
on his father’s passport . . . and his 
own wits. 

The comedy is outrageous, the 
language raw, the fun farcical—and 
our inunigration laws come under 
fire. 
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Whatever else you feast on 
this Christmas^ you won't want 
to miss the feast of sport lined up for 
you on ITV over the holiday period.

ANG GLIDERS fly free. 
On a bright, sunny day, 
against a clear blue sky, 
multi-coloured gliders look 
like psychedelic seagulls, 
soaring and wheeling 
hundreds of feet above the groimd. 

Man itched to fly even before he learnt 
to write, but as a sport, hang gliding seems 
to have been effectively bom only as 
recently as 1964 when Richard Miller, a 
young Californian student, built a craft he 
called a bamboo butterfly and flew it briefly 
from sand dunes on the Pacific coast. 

Miller and his “butterfly” attraaed 
interest. In 1971 there were enough 
enthusiasts for a rally to be held in 
California at which the longest flight time 
was 16 seconds. From there the sport, 
quite literally, took off. 

It explod^ in Britain in 1974 when 
Ken Messenger launched himself from the 
top of Snowdon, then swooped into hang 
gliding history by starting a flight from a 
balloon above the English Channel. 

Today, hang gliders have been known 
to stay airborne for a staggering 12 hours. 
And remarkable distances are covered. 
The British cross country record, held by 
Robert Bailey of Yorkshire, is 52 miles. 

Britain, a silver medallist in the 1979 
World Qiampionships at Grenoble, is a 
leader in the sport. And, predictably, it 
was a British dog that fiist went hang 
gliding. Maybeline, a London-bora York¬ 
shire terrier, regularly takes to the air with 
her master, Parisian hairdresser Bernard 
Gray, who says: “I am happy to tell you 
she is the youngest and most beau^ul 
Briton ever to hang glide.” 

Not counting the dog, there were 177 
hang-glider pilots at the world champion¬ 
ships, representing 21 coimtries. The 
British team was made up of people as 
diverse as a minicab driver and a qualified 
geologist. 

According to the British Hang Gliding 
Association, there are now 3,600 hang 
gliding pilots in the United Kingdom. 
Spokesman Brian Milton said: “By defini¬ 
tion, a hang glider must be capable of 
being carried, foot launched and foot 
land^. It weighs about 601bs.” 

The glider is a large wing with the pilot 
forming the undercarriage and controlling 
the craft by movements of his own body. 
Among the most popular sites in Britain for 
hang gliding are the Devil’s E>yke at 
Brighton, the Brecon Beacons of South 
Wales, Carlton Bank in Yorkshire’s 
Wensleydale, Milk Hill and Coombe 
Gibbet in Wiltshire, Butser Hill near 
Petersfield in Hampshire, and Scotland’s 
Cairngorms.

“The hang gliding pilot looks for a fairly 
steep hill of at least a 45 degree slope, facing 
into the wind so that the air meets the hill 
and has to go up over it, producing ‘ridge 
lift’. The most popular sites tend to be hills 
of at least 250ft. from top to bottom and 
need to be ftee of obstructions such as 
buildings, tall trees and pylons.” 

Doubt&e, chairman of the Hang Glid¬ 
ing Instructors’ Association, took off 
from the 19,000ft. siunmit of Kilimanjaro, 
East Africa, last January and suyed aloft 
for an hour. 

In hang gliding terms, he is a veteran,* 
yet he only took up the sport five years ago. 
Now he runs a business that not o^y 
trains hang glider pilots, but produces the 
craft they fly. His small “cottage industry” 
in Wiltshire turns out eight gliders a 
week. But before you can buy one, you 
must have your Pilot 1 certificate. 

“No reputable manufacturer would sell 
a hang (^der to anybody without this 
first-stage qualification,” said Doubtfire. 

A five-day course in hang gliding can 
cost up to Assuming conditions 

have been favourable—wind speeds of 
between five and 25m.p.h. are ideal— 
the novice can expect to have gained his 
Pilot 1 certificate in that time and many 
will have reached the stage of launching 
and returning to within a few yards of 
the same spot. 

About a quarter of those taking the 
initial course persevere and stay in the 
sport. They then find that a new hang 
glider, capable of reaching competitive 
standards, can cost between ^500 and 
with the harness for the pilot costing 
between £10 and £50 extra. But many 
people start off with a second-hand glider 
at approximately half the cost. 

Is the sport dangerous? Last year 10 
people died in Britain while hang gliding 
—the worst year since the sport began. 

The Civil Aviation Authority say that 
hang gliding is no more dangerous than 
many other sports, such as ro^-climbing 
and pot-holing, and the fatal accident rate 
is atwut the same as for private aviation. 

“The cause of accidents,” says Ashley 
Doubtfire, “is almost invariably pilot error 
with people incorrectly assessing con¬ 
ditions that are suitable to their own level 
oS experience. Getting your Pilot 1 
certificate is rather like passing the driving 
test. It is only after passing the test that 
you really learn to drive.”

E vans the Voice has been singing for a living for the best 
part of 40 years.

white wig and a fussy presence, 
says he has to be strapped down 
for the TV screen after pulling out 
all the stops in vast opera houses. 
Were he too touching he would 
wreck the balance of the piece. 
Donizetti’s Don Pasquale is charm¬ 
ing, frothy, pretty, heartless. 

Evans gets it right. He is no 
stranger to television. He has 
played what some judge his great¬ 
est part, Verdi’s Falstajf, for BBC 
television, and recently appeared 
in a modem opera by Alun Hod- 
dinott. He has given and will be 
giving television master classes. 
And he has put in a great deal of 
work for his native HTV, includ¬ 
ing another Hoddinott opera. 
Murder the Magician. (Illusionist 
David Berglas taught him tricks.) 

Evans recently had a great time 
in Korea and Japan. One of a 
distinguished band of performers 
from the Royal Opera House, he 
was bluffly bearded for Britten’s 
Peter Grimes. 

In Japan, the group visited a 
shrine housing 200 Buddhas. “My 
God,’’ said someone, “they look 
as if they’re Cardiff Arms Park 
when the opposition’s scored a 
try.’’ It was, you might say, music 
in Sir Geraint’s ears. He has been 
a Rugby player and insists he 
would have given one of his roles 
to have worn the red jersey. “I’d 
have given up Falstaff to play for 
Wales... weU, half a performance, 
perhaps.’’ 

He has these tremendous Welsh 
roots: “They go right down to the 
centre.” He yields to no man in 
the matter of Welshness and a 
passion for the arts. “So many 
artists come from mining com¬ 
munities, especially in South 
Wales. Dai Francis, ex-general 
secretary of the Wdsh miners’ 
union, was very keen on the arts. 
Wouldn’t it be a good idea if the 
National Union of Miners took an 
interest in them too? It always 
seems to be the businessmen who 
bother.” 

Every year for the past three 
years Sir Geraint has headed back 
to Wales for a sununer month with 
his wife, Brenda, and their two 
sons, Alun, recently married, and 
17-year-old Huw: to the little 
seaside town in Dyfyd where 
Evans holidayed as a boy and 
where he has owned a house on 
the harbour for 10 years. Lady 
Evans, also from Qlfynydd, was 
bom in the same road as her hus¬ 
band. They have been married for 
32 years.

Bay; that Wales can be extremely 
wet docs not bother Sir Geraint. 
He has no need to go sun-chasing. 
Last year his work took him to 
Miami and San Francisco. This 
year it was Mexico as well as the 
Far East trip. 

At Dyfyd, as at his house near 
London, he goes in for cement- 
mixing and brick-laying, reckon¬ 
ing opera singers need intense 
forms of relaxation. He is an ob¬ 
sessive do-it-yourselfer. In Korea, 
he and Brenda went shop-gazing, 
for half an hour, in a street given 
over to household equipment. 
Hours later they found themselves 
still there. 

He reflects that a lot of British 
singers are do-it-yourself people, 
going in for glass-houses, pottery, 
mushroom-growing—and, as far 
as he can sec, only the British do 
this. 

“Italians certainly don’t. Can 
you imagine?” 

He Icams, he says vaguely, as he 
goes along. When he started his 
first wall the cement ran all over 
the place. By now he has built 
two patios. 

Geraint Evans, with 27 miners 
in the family, never went under¬ 
ground to make a living. His 
parents would have starved to give 
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him an education. For them, as for 
so many others, ambition meant 
not letting their sons go down the 
mines. At 14 Geraint’s first job 
was window-dressing a fashion 
store in Pontypridd. Offered a job 
at Liberty’s in London he was, at 
16, too terrified to go. But he 
started to toy with the notion that 
he might b^ome a fashion de¬ 
signer. 

He began attending a technical 
college in Cardiff to better him¬ 
self. He joined the Y.M.C.A. 
drama society, the Pontypridd 
Operatic Society and made cat 
noises on his violin for the 
Y.M.C.A. orchestra. It was only 
after the war, he rather drily 
points out, that the Welsh began 
bearing proper symphony or¬ 
chestras. Young Geraint’s father 
uught himself music. 

The war gave him his chance. 
He had already done some radio 
broadcasting for a long-lost pro¬ 
gramme, IVelsh Rarebits. Singing 
^r the British Forces network in 
Hamburg, he was told by a Ger¬ 
man opera singer that he would be 
a fool if he didn’t take up opera 
as a profession. It was farewell to 
fashion. 

After demob and a scholarship 
&om the Royal Opera House that 


took him to Switzerland and Italy, 
he went to the Guildhall School of 
Music. He was still training when 
he began small parts at Covent 
Garden. Now, 30 years on, he has 
spread his talents wide without 
spreading them thin. He is a warm, 
abundant man who says of his art 
and craft: “You can get so moved, 
it can kill you emotionally.’’ 

When he sings the lead in 
Wozzeck, the stage has to be 
cleared to allow him to sit there 
before curtain-up and get himself 
mentally and physically into the 
part of Alban Berg’s feeble¬ 
minded, tragic soldier. It shook 
his fans when he chose to appear 
in this sombre piece, used as they 
were to their genial Mozartian 
hero in The Marriage of Figaro, 
Don Giovanni and Cosi fan Tutte. 
He persevered and was eventually 
rewarded with full houses. 

Covent Garden gave him his 
first chance and remains his 
favourite opera house. Paradoxic¬ 
ally, one of his fondest memories 
of the place is linked with failure. 
Some 15 years ago, Evans 
launched lumself into the 
stupendous name pan of Verdi’s 
Rigoletto, with Franco Zefiirelli 
directing and Georg Solti conduct¬ 
ing. It turned into a nightmare. 


A week into the production found 
him under the weather. A month 
later he fell to pieces at the pre¬ 
dress-rehearsal. After a week’s 
postpHjnement, he went on. And, 
he declares, he went round the 
bend, seizing up after the first 
scene. Finally, he pushed his way 
through the great red and gold 
cunains to speak to the audience. 
Somehow he told them it was his 
fault, no one else’s. “I’d gone 
bonkers. I didn’t know. I can’t 
remember doing it. I can’t re¬ 
member one word I said.” But 
his wife has never forgotten that 
he looked like a hunted animal. 

The audience wasn’t having 
any. It went wild, it whistled, 
applauded, brushed aside his apo¬ 
logies. Some, recollects Lady 
Evans, wept in sympathy. “This 
is why I prefer the (Wden,” says 
Sir Geraint Evans. It turned out 
he had caught a bug which was 
paralysing his chest muscles. It 
took three weeks after arriving in 
New York, where he was due to 
sing Falstaff to cure him. 

Even after that. Sir Geraint has 
not been a one to wrap up and 
worry. But a singer’s apparatus is 
delicate. “Travelling on ordinary 
transport, sure as eggs I’ve felt 
myself catching something. Even 


a bit of a sniff affects the voice. 
You use muscles you shouldn’t be 
using. Two days after you can’t 
give a performance.” 

His advice to aspirant warblers 
is not to hurry. “If they’re good 
academically, they should go to 
college or university. Let the voice 
mature. There’s plenty of time. So 
many start too young, even before 
they’ve lost their puppy fat.” 

Sir Geraint, a glorious 58, says 
his luck is to be in what he labels 
fairly good vbice. “I have to say 
tharJt you to so many people who 
took the trouble to teach me so 
many things.” 

He was once told that when he 
had learned to sing Mozart he 
could sing anything. He then, 
and over the years, buoyantly 
applied his vigour, his great gift 
for comedy, his sense of rebellion 
and of the absurd, to the big 
Mozart parts. “Perhaps I owe it 
all to Mozart. I’m lucky he liked 
baritones.”

A Pope for the People^ 
on the Sunday before

/ to us, I suppose there were 50 journalists aboard. They*d done their stints 

f J in Vietnam^ in Northern Ireland^ and in Southern Africa; they were used 
to traipsing about after royalty or presidents, and there was some light-hearted 
banter about quite how you address a’Pope — a ticklish problem for me, as an ITN 
reporter. After all, no Pope had ever consented to this kind of impromptu interview 
before. No previous Pope had agreed to be asked questions in front of a TV camera. 
The only other modern Pope to travel abroad, Paul VI, on his flights used simply to 
appear at the end of the gangway and give a blessing. Yet, it seemed, the improbable 
was about to happen — and, to all of us, ''Your Holiness'' was an unusual title to have 
to wield at the start of any questions. 

Suddenly John Paul II was among us, walking down the aisle towards the rear of the 
plane where we sat. Every few feet he woidd stop—first, among a group of Latin 
American reporters, to whom he chatted in Spanish; then a group of Germans; a Polish 
reporter; a couple of Frenchmen; a horde of Italians (used to following a very difl^erent 
Papal style); and finally to us, the English speakers. "Excuse me. Your Holiness..

away. To all, he had spoken in their 
own tongue. Qose to, he seemed just 
1 strong, interested, kindly man, and 
very soon the title seemed far less 
important. 

After an hour and a half with us, 
he returned to his cabin. The nor¬ 
mally ruthless mob of reporters was 
left overwhelmed by the atmosphere. 
In an extraordinary way, he had been 
as interested in finding out about us 
as we had been in him. Perhaps that 
is the key to the remarkable effect he 
has had in his 14 months as Pope—the 
ability to communicate in an entirely 
natural way with all kinds of people 
from every kind of background. 

In Mexico wc travelled with him 
into the depths of the country, to a 
Mexican Indian settlement near 
Oaxaca. Few of the Indians had 
ever seen an aeroplane, let alone a 
helicopter, so that, as the Papal 
**choppcr” descended from the skies, 
they were already delirious with 
excitement. And, as this man in white, 
his arms outstretched, walked towards 
them, I remember wondering how 
many of them can have had any real 
conception of who—or what—a Pope 
might be. But, he communicated. 

Moving into the crowd, he drew 
out a small boy with a vast Mexican 
hat on his head. In moments, the 
child was in the Papal arms, the hat 
was upon the Papal head. The Indians 
roared approval. And when he talked 
of their suffering and repression, and 
how he would try to help them, they 
roared still louder. 

It was still the honeymoon of his 
Papacy, a time in the developing 
world for making promises ... to 
fight for human rights; to oppose 
unpleasant autocratic regimes. “I will 
champion the poor,” he said. 

The honeymoon was still under 
way five months later, in Poland. A 
Pope behind the Iron Curtain. Just 
12 short months before, it would have 
been unthinkable, yet here he was— 
and, by strong coincidence, home. 
.\nd that hope of greater freedom 
already sown in the developing world 
was now allowed to take root in the 
Eastern bloc. Once again, he was 
communicating with the people. 

Late at night in Gniezno, in the 


industrial heartland of Poland, long 
after the ceremonies had ended, there 
he was on the mayor’s balcony in the 
main square, singing folk songs with 
the people, harmonising, bellowing, 
laughing, applauding. And once more 
the people roared their approval. 

By late September, almost imper¬ 
ceptibly, the mood had begun to 
change. Ireland, in the aftermath of 
the Mountbatten killing; the Pope 
was on the offensive. He arrived in 
Dublin both pilgrim and campaigner. 
In Drogheda he delivered a swinge¬ 
ing, uncompromising attack on the 
men of violence. In Galway he 
pleaded for the sanctity of marriage 
and family life. In Limerick, he 
condemned divorce, abortion and 
contraception. 

In America he expanded upon the 
theme, and there it seemed the 
honeymoon had ended; John Paul 
IPs Papacy was under way. For it 
was there that the first voices of 
dissension were raised. Women spoke 
out on their rights to become priests. 
Nuns refused to wear habits after he 
had urged that they do so. Priests 
spoke openly of the need to consider 
their right to marry. 

Suddenly, there was conflict. This 
strong, compassionate, interested man 
had, by those qualities, fired the 
enthusiasm of millions who had seen 
in him a defender of the oppressed, a 
winner of rights. Yet some of those 
within his church, who had hoped 
John Paul would bring other changes, 
were disappointed. 

He has, in this short time since the 
drama and emotion of his election, 
hinted at what is to come. He will 
aa as peacemaker, sending his envoys 
to trouble spots all over the world in 
an attempt to plea for peace and 
negotiate treaties where possible. He 
will campaign on human rights; he 
will oppose the extremes of capitalism 
and communism; he will fight un¬ 
ceasingly to tighten moral attitudes 
in his church. 

This year he stirred the hearts of 
many niillions of people. Doubtless 
next year in Brazil, the Philippines or 
even in Peking, he will stir more. 
What remains to be seen is whether 
those stirrings will have any real or 
lasting effect.
